He is a man who had 
gone through the various grades of po- 
litical life in California as State Sena- 
tor and Lieutenant-Governor before he 
went to Nevada, and who bv unflag- 
ging energy, pluck and hopefulness 
had accumulated a | fortune in 
the mines, who was elected to the 
United States Senate, who be- 
fore his term expired owing to 
the vicissitudes of a miner’s fortune 
had lost his wealth, who was re-elected 
as a poor man, and having served that 
term and partially regained his fortune, 
was again re-elected.
